American ship isa hard worker 
merchant ‘as an old 


bad weather they havea rough time of it. 
When the ship is weatherin 
the boys term the Horn, 
himself, 


ago they were very 
in the Knights of Labor, but 
since they inaugurated a strike against the 
Dominion linea few years ago they have 
not been the objects of much newspaper at- 
tention. They are fine, manly, able fellows, 
and if they do hang around the saloons on 
the ** slips’ and all over South street it is 
because their work is of an intermittent 
rature, and not because of any desire to 
idle away their time. 
The longshoremen whose business it is to 


| load and unload ships must be within the 


reach of the stevedore from daylight to 
dark, and so down on South street near the 
ferry and on Burling and Coenties slips, 
where boss stevedores congregate, rooms 
are fitted up for the men in rough sailor 
fashion, where they can sleep, drink and 
play cards in their off hours. 

About 20,000 men, all told, handle the 
freight that comes into and leaves the port 
of New York, and the wages paid them 
yearly is estimated at over $10,000,000. 
Every race is represented except the Chi- 
nese among these workers along shore. 

In New York-harbor there are, all told, 
300 stevedores, and many have amassed 
great wealth. They are in effect the agents 
of the consignees to whom cargoes are 
brought, and like agents for the ‘‘charter 
party,“ the legal maritime term for any 
person or company chartering a vessel to 
convey a cargo of goods from one port to 
another. To illustrate: A vessel has been 
chartered to convey a cargo from New York 
to Liverpool. She is ready for her cargo 
and her cargoready for her. The “charter 
party” calls for his stevedore, as all large 
thippers usually continuously employ the 
same man, and contract with him to 
put their cargo aboard. This does not 
mean that it shall merely be put on 
the vessel’s deck. It must be stowed 
away in the hold and between decks in a 
proper manner for an ocean voyage. These 
contracts are based either on weight or 
measurement, and often on both; aud the 
cost of loading a cargo of a 1,000-ton bark or 
a great ocean steamer will vary from $1,500 
to $6,000. While the vessel is being loaded 
heis practically its master. For while a 
ship’s captain may suggest regarding stow- 
age, he must after all yield to the arbitrary 
ruling of the stevedore, who thus becomes 
the responsible party for the good condi- 
tion of the cargo on delivery at its foreign 
dort. 

The stevedore usually has several fore- 
men in his employ. These are ‘longshore- 
men who work either by the hour, week or 
month, at an advance of about one-third 
over the ordinary workmen. When vesscis 
are to be loaded or unloaded these foremen 
start outon the street and select with almost 
unvarying impartiality their “gangs” 
among the ‘longshoremen always waiting 
about the approaches to the docks, fre- 
quently in most picturesque groups, and 
then the liveliest of commotion begins. The 
‘longshoromen working force comprises a 
foreman at each vessel, who has entire 
charge of the work and who keeps the 
time of the men, assistant foremen in num- 
bér proportionate to the magnitude of the 
task, headers“ and laborers. 
„Headers“ and assistant foremen receive 
five cents per hour extra. 

If a vessel is loading and the stevedore is 
able to secure the cargo rapidly, a large num- 
ber of gangsare worked. U one gang 
is employed at each hatch and side-port, 
but frequently, if hurried, two are used. 
Then there is the dock gang, who handle 
theofreight to the ship’s side and see that 
it is started right in its ascent by the 
“whip” to above the hatch for lowering, 
and the gangs below who are loading the 
cargo. These usually consist of two men 
and a “header” on either side of the ves- 
sel. The header represents the 
stevedore in the proper stowing of the 
freight, and the headers“ must be bright 
men, for on their directions and care rests 
the possible good condition of the cargo.

Cattle Shipments From Nevada. 


A well informed gentleman recently 
told the Eureka Sentinel that the 
books of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company show the shipment an- 
nually of more beef cattie to the San 
Francisco market from this State than 
the cembined aggregate returns of all 
the Assesscrs of all the counties in 
Nevada place on the rolis yearly. 
Here is a curious state of tacts, if true. 
It would seem to demonstrate a most 
marvelous inaccaracy in the figures 
of the County Assessors. It shows 
further that the small taxpayer who 
cannot or misrepresent the 
value of his small property bears an 
unjust proportion of tue burdens of 
State and county government. The 
Sent“nel say: “We have no means 
of verifying the figures of our inform- 
ant, and we make no direct charges in 
connection therewith, but the matter 
is one of such ve importance that 
we have felt jastified in directing 

ublic attention to it. It is extremely 
Amon, we know, to arrive at the ex- 
act holdings of the rey y cattle meu of 
the Sate. We doubt if they can them- 
selves do more than approximate the 
correct estimate. Their losses are fre- 
quently heavy in the winter season, 
and it is customary to allow them to 
make reductions accordingty, but we 
submit that the returns should at least 
exceed the number of beeves actually 
shipped to market, instead of falling 
largely below. There is need of re-

James A. Leaver of Pennsylvania, 
with General Daniel Hastings, chief 
of staff and aides. Then came the 
Presidential party in carnages, with 


5 the survivors of the 70th Regiment of

Indiana volunteers as escort ; followed 
by the United Siates troops of infan- 
try, cavalry, artillery, and a naval 
detachment, including marines and 
signal corps; then representatives from 
the militia organizations of the various 
States, including Company A of the 
5th Regiment of California; followed 
by the Grand Army of the Republic 
posts; then the Republican clubs and 
campaign organizations from all parts 
of the country, including the National 
Committee of Notifications and the 
Denver cowboys. 

The introduction was a simple and 
solemn ceremony, in the presence of 
all the wisdom an anthority embodied 
in the co-ordinate branches of the 
Government, surrounded by the rep- 
resentatives of all the great natiot:a on 
the face of the globe. Benjamin Har- 
rison was to-day conducted into the 
highest office within the gift of the 
American people. Never was such a 


camped in the city last night, filling 
every inch of hotel and boarding house 
accommodations, and drawing to the 
full limit of private hospitality. Even 
then many were forced to sleep on the 
floor, some on billiard tables, and 
even the welcome recess of occasional 
bath tub were not despised. 


THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 

There is no Constitutional or legal 
requirement that the President shall 
take the oath of office in the presence 
of the people, but there is so manifest 
an appropriateness in the public in- 
dustry to the office of the Chief Exec- 
utive officer of the nation that from the 
beginning of the Government the peo- 
ple to whose service the official oath 
consecrates that officer have heen 
calted to witness the solemn cere- 
monial cath taken in the presence of 
the people, which becomes a mutual 
covenant. The officer covenants to 
serve the whole body of the people by 
a faithful execution of the laws, so that 
they may be unfailing in the defense 
and security of those who obey and 
observe them ; and that neither wealth, 
station, nor the power of combinations, 
shall be able to evade their just penal- 
ties or wrest them from a beneficent 
public purpose to serve the ends of 
cruelty or selfishness. My promise is 
spoken; yours is unspoken, but not 
less real and solemn. The people of 
every State have here their repre- 
sentatives, who surely do not misin- 
terpret the spirit of the occasion when 
I assume that the whole body of the 
people covenant with me and 
with each other to-day to sup- 
port amd defend the Constitution 
and the union of States; to yield a 
willing obedience to all laws, and each 
to every other citizen, his equal civil 
and political rights. Entering thus 
solemnly into a covenant with each 
other, we may reverently invoke the 
aid and confidently expect the favor 
and help of Almighty God, that He 
will give tome wisdom, strength and 
fidelity, and te our people a spirit of 
fraternity and love oi righteousness 
and peace. This occasion derives pe- 
culiar interests from that. 

The Presidential term which begins 
this day is the 26th under our consti- 
tution. The first inauguration of Pres- 
dent Washington took place in New 
York, where Congress was then sit- 
ting, on the 30th day of April, 1789, 
having been deferred by reason of the 
delays attending the organization of 
Congress and the canvass of the elec- 
toral vote. Our people have already 
worthily observed the centennials of 
the Declaration of Independence, of 
the battle of Yorktown and of the 
adoption of the constitution, and will 
shortly celebrate in New York the in- 
stitution of the second great depart- 
ment of our constitutional scheme of 
government, When the centennial of

commercial emancipation must be 
added to the political freedom which 
had been so bravely won. The com- 
mercial policy of the mother country 
has not relaxed any of its bard and op- 
pressive features to hold in check the 
development of our commercial ma- 
rine, and to prevent or retard the es- 
tablishment aud growth of manufact- 
ories in the States, so as to secure the 
American market for their shops and 
the carrying trade for their ships, was 
the policy of European statesmen, and 
was pursued with a most selfish vigor. 
Petitions poured into Congress, urging 
the imposition of discrimination duties 
that s d encourage the production 
of needed things at home. The pat- 
riotism of the people, which no longer 
found a field of exercise in war, was 
energetically directed to the duty of 
one ing the Republic for the defense 

its pendence by making its peo- 
ple self-dependent. Societies for the 

otion of home manufactures and 
or encouraging the use of domestics 
in the iress of the people were organ- 
ized in many States. The revival at 
the end of the century of the same 
patriotic interest in the preservation 
and development of domestic indus- 
tries, and the defense of our working 
beople against injurious foreign compe- 
tition, is an incident worthy of atten- 
tion.

The cotton plantation 
will not be less valuable when 
the protection in country town proper- 
ties of those necessities call for diver- 
sified crops and create a home demand 
for garden and agricultural products. 
Every new mine, furnace and factory 
is an extension of the productive ca- 
ity of a State, more real and val- 
uable than added territory. 

Shall the prejudices and the paraly- 
sis of slavery continue to hang upon 
the skirts of progress? How long will 
those who rejo‘ce that slavery no 
longer exists cherish and tolerate the 
incapacities put u the communi- 
ties? I look hopefully to a continuance 
of our protective system, and to the 
consequent development of the manu- 
facturing and enterprises in the States 
hitherto wholly given to agricuitare,

form. We accept a man as a citizen 
without any knowledge of his fitness, 
and when he assumes the duties of a 
citizen he is without any knowledge as 
to what they are. The privileges of 
American citizenship are so great and 
its duties so grave, that we may well 
insist on the knowledge of every 
person applying for citizenship, and a 
good knowledge by him of our institu- 
tion. 

We should not cease to be charitable 
to immigration, but we should cease to 
be careless as to the character of it. 
These men of all races, even the best, 
whose coming is necessarily a burden 
on our public revenues or a threat to 
social order should be identified and 
excluded. 


We have happily maintained the 
uropean affairs. We have been 
| ready to use our friendly offices to pro- 
mote peace, but never our advice, and 
never attempting unfairly to coin the 
distress of other powers into a com- 


have a just right to expect that our 
European — will be the American 
policy of Euro Courts. It is so 
manifestly incompatible with these 

tions for our peace and safety 
that the shorter water-way between 
our Eastern and Western seaboards 
should be entered by any European 
Government, we may confidently ex- 
pect that such pur will not be en- 
tertained by any foreign er. We 
shall in the future, as in the past, use 
every endeavor te ma: utain our friendly 
relations with all great rs, but 
they will not expect us to look blindly 
upon any things that would leas us 


to demand the absorbency of 
any of our weaker neighbors, 
but would rather aid and encour- 
age them to establish friendly and 
stable Governments, resting upon 
the consent of the people. We have a 
clear right to expect, therefore, that 
no European Government will seek 
to establish dependancies upon the 
territory of these independent Ameri- 
can States. That which our sense of 
justice restrains us from * they 
may be reasonably expected wi ling! 
to forego. It must not be assumed, 
however, that our interests are so ex- 
clusively American that our entire 
influence, as to any events that may 
transpire eleewhere, can be taken for 
granted. 

Our citizens, domiciled for the pur- 
poses of trade, in all countries and in 
many of the islands of the sea, demand 
and will have our adequate care in 
their personal and commercial rights. 
The necessities of our navy requires 
convenient coaling stations and dock 
harbor privileges. These and other 
trading privileges we will feel free to 
obtain only by means that go not in 
any degree partake of coercion, we 
feel that a government firm which we 
ask such concession, but having fairly 
obtained them by methods, and for 
rposes entirely consistant with the 
most friendly disposition toward all 
other powers, and our consent will be
